Graded Schools to increase the tax 
levy up to 50 cents on each $1'K).C0 
Worth of a.-;.-e.-.jal)le p. ,<iie: 'Ly in the 
Districts. The ta.\ lev> in tliis tiradt J 
Schojl District bus been 25 cents under 
the vote that e- tablished the School. 
After oar new building v.as completed 
tlw TVarteea found that there were not 
BUWtie at fands to pay for the furni- 
ture and other necessary equipment 
for the school and therefore increased 
the tax levy frur- !'•'> to 50 cents to .se- 
cure the funds to pay for the needed 
furniture. In a ri cent decision of the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals the law of 
1912 in so far as it applied to tUa 
Graded School was heU to he aacoa- 
stitational and void.

The winter season is rapidly ap- 
proaching and poultry raisers in order 
to have a successful season and get 
the greatest returns from their floclcs 
must look carefully into the proper 
housing and care of the birds during 
the cold, blustaiy daya wUdi will 
soon be here. 

Thf time is also rapidly approaching 
when diseases peculiar to the feath- 
ered beauties, aud large nioiuy yield- 
ers, will develop. Should you not be 
in a position to exterminate thp mala- 
dies quickly, all your expected protiis 
w ill be turned into losses and the sea- 
son made a failure. Should this be 
the case you will at once p<'t up the 
cry "there is no money in chickens." 

This is up to you. If you sit idly by 
during these bright, beautiful days 
and give no heed to the future com- 
fort of your fowls, do not complain 
when you do not get eggs when they 
are a luxury or set up a wail when 
your birds arc picked off by the rav- 
ages of disease. Roup limo will soon 
be here and this is indeed a most 
dangerous disease among chickens. 
See that your houses are protected 
against all drafts and that the damp 
ncKs is entirely excluded. Do not be 
afraid to give the birds plenty of 
good fresh air, but do not permit 
drafts. The open style of poultry- 
hotise has bren widely adopted and it 
is a good one, but unless constructed 
in the propfr manner is sure to result 
in the death of many birds. 

The market for fresh eggs is rapidlv 
reachinc a high-water mark and this 
household m c^ssity will, if predictions 
count for anything, bring even a high- 
er prieo tea that of laat «tat«r.

Leaf mold is a valuable and neces- 
sary addition to the soil, used in pot- 
ting plants, in the hot bed, or for 
growing seedlings in the open air. It 
is also tine when used for a mulch oo 
the lawn. It makes soil friable and ' 
aids root formation. j 

Dig a bole large enough to accom- 
modate the leaves you have gathered, 
and pack them in layers, stamping 
and watering each layer. Turn and 
water the leaves several times a year. 

Leaves may be piled in the fence 
comer, and soil and brush used to 
keep them from bloj^'ing away. Stir 
the leaves every few weeks, watering 
them thoroughly every time. I

The richest aad probably the largest 
iron ore mine In the world is located 
at Kiruna, Lapland, in latitude 68 >^ de- | 
grees north, which is about the same i 
aa the northernmost boundary of 
AlsfVff The climate is somewhat 
milder than in Alaska, and these 
mines are worked the year around. 
About 1,600 men are employed and 
the equipment is all of tbe most mod- 
oiB auiAlnery obtainable. Machine 
toola flsr the repair shop, air com- 
pressors, and rock drills, and sev- 
eral of the largest steam and electric 
shovels are of American make. The 
pleat is at present operated by steam 
power, the coal supply coming from 
England and Spltzbergen, but tbe 
electrification ot the mines is in 
progress, and lUa yowor wfll ho used 
exclusively as sooa aa the new power 
plant of the state of Sweden, now ' 
under construction at Porjus Falls, | 
is eompleted.

Because It Wss Underweight 
Under tbe pure food and drugs act, 
ten cases were recently broo^t 
against a New York city firm, which 
la in the candy business, nuking a 
specialty of what is known as "penny 
goods." All the goods were found to 
be adulterated. Most of them con- 
tained shellac, and some of them also 
contained arsenic. In every case the 
firm pleaded guilty. Most of the can- 
dles were sold as chocolate candies, 
but contained little or none of that 
product These are the goods bought 
by small cbildraa who have received 
a cent or two from parents or friends, 
sometimes Intended for the missionary 
box, but often straying to the candy 
shop. In only one of the ten cases 
was a penalty Imposed, and In this 
case, carrying a fine of |50, was not 
for selling to Uttle children as choco- 
late candy a mixture containing arse- 
nic and shellac, but because the pack- 
age sold to the dealer was marked 
five pounds and really contained only 
4 pounds and 14H ounces, not enough 
poison for the money! Truly, in the 
jvords of Mr. Bumble^ the Imt aaaie- 
times Is "an ass." 



Madclntoshes Expensive to Make. 

Mackintoshes are made of cloth 
coated with rubber. It is ninety years 
since Charles Mackintosh of Glasgow 
took out his patent for the cloth that 
has ever since borne his name.

That Ancients Knew the Art of ' 
Dentistry Has Been Abundantly 
Proved by Discoveries Made. 

Tooth-pulling is doubtless as an- I 
cient a surgical operation, if so it may | 
be called, as is known to mankind, but j 
tooth-filling has been supposed to be a { 
modern invention. Herodotus, and of i 
course, Galen, knew something about ■ 
dentistry, but apparently not about ' 
fillings. Hut as early as the sixteenth 
century there is found printed evi- 
Jence that the use of gold leaves to ! 
fill cavities had long been known, if , 
not generally practiced. 

The assertion that Egyptian mum- 
mies have been found with gold-filled 
teeth Is now generally thought to be 
an error arising out of the fact that 
the Egyptians often glided tbe teeth 
of mummies for ornament. The ques- 
tion comes up in connection with tbe 
iixploratlons of Professor Seville of 
Columbia, in Ekmador. He found many 
pre-A7.tec skulls perhaps 1,000 years 
old, of a type superior to the Aztecs, 
and what was especially remarkable 
was that their teeth showed both gold 
and cement filling. 

The gold-filled teeth struck him as 
tbe most unusual feature of bis finds. 
In Mexico, he had dug up skulls with 
teeth filled or ornamented with stone, 
hut he had never before seen gold flU- 
iaga in a prehistoric skull. The gold 
was on the edgee of the teeth, aad 
had been applied from the iaaida. It 
showed UtUe oa the oataidak ao the 
purpose appeared to bo loM tor onup 
atmty.
